pESuS was twelve years old when 

he was found in the Temple lis- 
tening to the doctors of learning 
of His day, and asking them ques- 
tions. 

Mary and Joseph were returning home 
from attending the Passover Feast in 
Jerusalem, when they noticed that Jesus 
was not with their group of acquaint- 
ances. “And it came to pass, that after 
three days they found him in the temple, 


sitting in the midst of the doctors, both |. 


hearing them, and asking them ques- 
tions. And all that heard him were as- 
tonished at his understanding and an- 
swers. And when they saw him, they 
were amazed: and his mother said unto 
him, Son, why hast thou thus dealt with 
us? behold, thy father and I have sought 
thee sorrowing. And he said unto them, 
How is it that ye sought me? wist ye 
not that I must be about my Father’s 
business?” Luke 2:46-49. 


Returning to His home in Nazareth, 
was not nearly so important to the Christ 
child as His mission here on earth, which 
continually burned within His heart. 


His Father’s business, He knew, was 
to prepare a “Way” for multitudes to 
journey to a heavenly home; the Home 
of His Father. 


Jesus knew at the age of twelve that 
His home was not upon earth, just as He 
knew it when He stood before Pilate at 
the age of thirty-three years.

We in Christ who are obliged, and may 
I say privileged, to walk through this 
present evil world need to rely solely 
upon the Word of God.

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The Changing World Order and the Unchanging Christ

MPHAT the present world order is chang- 

ing, most people will agree. This has 
been true throughout the ages but never 
more so than now. 


“Chance and change are busy ever, 
Man decays, and ages move.” 

This law has been at work for the rise 
and fall of empires and with them the 
birth and death of civilizations. Since 
the first world war the political, eco- 
nomic, moral, and religious changes have 
been stepped up until they have become 
revolutionary. Noting this, Lloyd George 
of England said, “The present world or- 
der is crumbling under our feet.” Since 
the rise of Communism and Fascism 
all other political philosophies have been 
gradually loosing their grip on the mass- 
es and the nations have been allying 
themselves with one or the other of 
these forms of totalitarianism. This is 
in fulfillment of the prophetic word. 


Stalin’s announced plans until recently 
were for a world-wide political reyolu- 
tion; Mussolini’s announced aims were 
for a restored Roman Empire; Hitler’s 
plans are for a new European order, and 
this “new order” has been enlarged by 
the entrance of Japan into the Axis to 
include a new world order. The Axis 
powers’ new world order, if successful, 
would mean the passing of democracy, 
the passing of the present economic or- 
der, the passing of the moral order, and 
the passing of the present religious order. 


With great world changes so rapidly 
taking place all about us, should we not 





begin to search for that which is abiding 
and eternal? Is there anything that will 
not “pass away” but will “abide for- 
ever”? Yes, and it is found only in the 
word of God. “Love not the world, 
neither the things that are in the world. 
If any man love the world, the love of 
the Father is not in him. For all that 
is in the world, the lusts of the flesh, 
and the lust of the eyes, and the pride 
of life, is not of the Father, but is of 
the world. And the world passeth away 
and the lust thereof; BUT HE THAT 
DOETH THE WILL OF GOD ABIDETH 
FOREVER.” (I John 2-15-17.) Here 
we have that which will “pass away”— 
the world—and that which will “abide 
forever”—he that doeth the will of God. 
It is worthy of note therefore, 


First-—THAT GOD HAS NOT, AND 
WILL NOT CHANGE. 


Whatever happens during this passing 
world order, all can rest assured that 


God will abide forever—He changeth 


not. The Atheist may deny that there 
is a God, but his denial is as foolish as 
it is to deny that the sun exists because 
the clouds are lowering, prohibiting his 
rays from reaching the earth. Lowering 
clouds are only temporary, the sun will 
shine again — even as God is still in His 
Heavens. 


From the Old Testament He Speaks: 
“I am the Lord, I change not.” And 
from the New we read, “Jesus Christ, 
the same yesterday, today and forever.” 
Modern philosophy would exterminate 
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Him, even as Herod sought the life of 
“the young child,” in his day. The same 
forces of evil that have destroyed the 
Christian religion in other parts of the 
world are at work here. The “fifth 
column” influence, is being felt in the 
school room, in national youth organiza- 
tions, in labor unions, in political circles, 
and by modernism in the pulpits. These 
influences work under cover, sometimes 
appearing as an angel of light—the 
voice may be Jacob’s but the hand is 
Esau’s. American Christians must not 
allow the weakening of their faith in 
God, in Christ, and in the Holy Bible, 
by these subversive influences. 


“The Lord’s our Rock, in Him 
we’ll hide, 
A shelter in the time of storm. 
Secure whatever may betide; 
A shelter in the time of storm.”

DOM HAS NOT AND WILL NOT 
CHANGE. , 

“Wherefore we receiving a kingdom 
which cannot be moved, let us have grace 
whereby we may serve God acceptably, 
with reverence and godly fear.” Heb. 
12:28. 

Explaining this “Kfagdom” Paul says, 
“The kingdom of God is not meat and 
drink but righteousness, and peace, and 
joy in the Holy Ghost.” At the present 
time the kingdom of Coffs of neces- 
sity be internal, not e 1, spiritual 
and not material — it cometh not by ob- 
servation. Bible believing Christians ex- 
pect, however, that the kingdom will, 
some day, come by observation, that 
Christ will take the throne of His father 
David, that the government will be upon 
His shoulders, that “His name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counselor, the Mighty 
God, the Everlasting Father, the Prince 
of Peace.” 

Christian experience has not changed: 
God may still be found when one seeks 
Him with all the “heart, mind and 
strength.” Modernism has tried to ex- 
plain away the revolutionary experience 
of regeneration as being simply a “change 
of purpose;” this explanation, however; 
does not explain the words of the Mas- 
ter to Nicodemus, “Ye must be born 
again.” This experience is still essen- 
tial if one is to be an experimental as 
well as an ethical Christian. 

Justification, regeneration, sanctifica- 
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tion, the baptism of the Holy Spirit may 
still be experienced by the earnest seek- 
ing, Bible believing soul. God’s eternal 
promise has not changed. “When ye 
seek me with all your heart, I will be 
found of thee.” 

Third—GOD’S CHURCH HAS NOT 

AND WILL NOT CHANGE. 

“Upon this rock will I build my church 
and the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it,” said Jesus. 

The Church is God’s new humanity, “A 
chosen generation, a royal priesthood, an 
holy natioll, a peculiar people; that ye 
should shew forth the praises of Him 
who hath called you out of darkness into 
his marvelous light; which in time past 
were not a people, but now are the peo- 
ple of God; which had not obtained mer- 
cy, but now have obtained mercy.” 


The human ecclesiastical organization, 
called the church, may change, but God’s 


. spiritual church, the real “called out,” 





redeemed church of the “first born,” has 
not, and will not change; by its very 
nature it cannot change. God’s church 
is composed of men and women who have 
been born again and by this new birth 
have become new creatures in Christ. 
(II Cor. 5:17.) “Old things having passed 
away, and all things having become new.” 
Therefore, it is evident that it is not 
enough to belong to some ecclesiastical 
organization, and go on living like un- 
regenerate, worldly people. The real 
Ecclesia of God need have no fear dur- 
ing these dark days; for the powers of 
hell shall not prevail against it. 


“God is our refuge and strength, a 
very present help in trouble. Therefore, 
will we not fear, though the earth be 
removed, and though the mountains be 
carried into the midst of the sea; though 
the waters (peoples) thereof roar, and 
be troubled, though the mountains (king- 
doms) shake with the swelling thereof. 
The Lord of hosts is with us; the God 
of Jacob is our refuge.” (Psalm 46.) 

I suggest in the fourth place THAT 
GOD’S WORD HAS NOT AND WILL 
NOT CHANGE. Of His Word Jesus 
said: “Heaven and earth shall pass away 
but my word shall not pass away.” 

The words of Christ are like Him- 
self, changeless and eternal. On every 
subject with which He dealt, He spoke 
the last word. Now, after all these 
years, with added knowledge brought us 
by science and philosophy, not one word 
has been added to any subject of which 
He taught and not one word has been 
taken away. “He speaks as one having 
authority and not as the scribes” de- 





clared Christ’s enemies. His authority 
was the authority of the truth He ut- 
tered. His utterances were revelations, 
not interpretations. His teaching regard- 
ing the end of this age should be -stud- 
ied by Bible believing Christians as 
should all the prophets. If “heaven and 
earth shall pass away,” as He said, “But 
my words shall not pass away,” then 
we should know these “words” and chart 
our lives accordingly. If the “more sure 
word of prophecy,” is a “light that 
shineth in a dark place,” then do we not 
“do well to take heed?” And if “no 
prophecy of the scripture is of any pri- 
vate interpretation, (II Peter 1:19-21) 
but holy men of God spoke as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost,” then should 
holy men of God, (ministers) not still 
proclaim it, being “moved by the Holy 
Ghost?” 


The prophetic message, holding as it 
does the “blessed hope” will promote re- 
vivals of religion, it will inspire holy 
living and will lead the unsaved to re- 
pentance and conversion. 


Finally, I would say that the CHRIS- 





TIAN’S HOPE HAS NOT AND WILL 
NOT CHANGE. “He that doeth the 
will of God abideth forever.” 

This has always been and still is the 
hope of the “born again ones.” Has 
anything happened in recent years to 
alter this hope? All that has taken 
place such as wars and desolations, the 
falling from steadfastness of professed 
Christians, the revival of Atheism and 
the spread of modernism, should cause 
Bible believing Christians to cherish more 
dearly their hope of everlasting life. “I 
give unto them eternal life and they shall 
never perish,” was His promise; Let us 
lay hold upon it. 

Writing to Titus, Paul said, “For the 
grace of God that bringeth salvation hath 
appeared to all men; teaching us that 
denying ungodliness and worldly lusts, 
we should live soberly, righteously, and 
godly in this present world, looking for 
that blessed hope, and the glorious ap- 
pearing of the great God and our Saviour 
Jesus Christ.” 

Let us comfort one another during this 
rapidly changing world order. 
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HE question arises: Who was the first 
person to put Genesis, Exodus, Leviti- 
cus, Numbers and Deuteronomy into 
something like their present form? In 
other words, who wrote the Pentateuch? 


Tradition has maintained that the Au- 
thor of the Pentateuch was Moses, the 
adopted son of the Pharaoh’s daughter. 
Then the Higher Critics advanced the no- 
tion that such a man never existed. For 
a time, this served to confuse many peo- 
ple. But the science of archaeology has 
had a constructive effect upon the matter. 
It has been definitely established that 
Moses was all that the Bible claims for 
him, and more. In chapters eight and 
nine of my book, “Diggers for Facts,” I 
have discussed this subject in detail. 


One of the sarcastic statements of the 
Critics is that if Moses wrote the books, 
he was compiling his own obituary. Is 
there anything strange about that? I 
have known several persons during my 
life who wrote their own obituaries—ev- 
erything with the exception of the date 
of death. Even so, the opponent of Scrip- 
ture is wrong in his contention. Chapter 
thirty-three of Deuteronomy contains 
only what God said to Moses. The actual 
death of the Leader is recorded by an- 
other, beginning with Chapter 34 and 
verse 5. There is no contradiction in- 
volved. Let us be assured that the Pen- 
tateuch, as we have it today, was written 
by its usually accredited author, Moses. 


This man passed off the scene the year 
that Joshua took the impregnable fort- 
ress, Jericho, i. e. about the last of March 





or beginning of April, 1400 B.C. 


There comes now a period of 814 years 
—from the fall of Jericho to the fall of 
Jerusalem 586 B. C., and the beginning 
of the Seventy Years of Captivity. Dur- 
ing that period many documents and rec- 
ords were written. Other parts of the 
Old Testament were collected, edited, and 
annotated. It is undoubtedly true that 
many or all of these documents were car- 
ried to Babylonia. 


In some manner, during this seventy- 
year period, these documents were lost. 
This is the generally accepted idea, but I 
do not believe they were lost in the sense 
that we at present use the word. In fact, 
the writings were carefully preserved by 
persons to whom they were most pre- 
cious. The majority of those who re- 
turned to Palestine after the Proclama- 
tion of Rehabilitation of that land were 
young, enthusiastic, unmarried men who 
cared not for literature, tradition and cul- 
ture, but were interested in “getting into 
business.” The older people remained 
rooted in Babylonia where their descend- 
ants are still living. They cherished the 
Scripture writings, or sacred documents. 


After the completion of the Second 
Temple at Jerusalem, Ezra called the 
first Convention, and the Old Testament 
as it existed up to that time was re- 
stored, or reassembled. At that time 
the Scriptures were carefully edited by a 
group of scholars under the chairmanship 
of Ezra. 


All the Hebrews did not go back to 
their homeland, but became scattered over 
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the then civilized world with large num- 
bers in Egypt and all the territory con- 
quered by Alexander the Great. The 
principal language of the world became 
the Greek, and only specialists could 
speak any other tongue. Hebrew became 
a Dead and Classical languag®, read only 
by scholars. As a result of this linguistic 
situation, Ptolemy Philadelphus (285-264 
B.C) ordered that the Hebrew texts be 
translated into the then current Greek by 
a Board of 70 Scholars. Because of the 
number of the Board, this Edition is 
known as the Septuagint. These Greek 
translations are the oldest texts we pos- 
sess. This document was the Old Testa- 
ment in the time of Christ. 


The autographs of both the Old and 
New Testaments disappeared. This does 
not mean that they will always remain 
lost. It is the cherished hope of Biblical 
Archaeologists to some day discover at 
least some of these autographs. Unusual 
things often happen in the realm of Arch- 
aeology. The most likely of the auto- 
graphs to reappear are those of Paul. 


The oldest Manuscript in Hebrew that 
we possess at the present time, dates 
from 916 A.D. The oldest in the Greek, 
an almost complete Bible with the ex- 
ception of Exodus, is the Codex Sinaiti- 
cus, ‘also known as Aleph, discovered by 
Dr. Tischendorf in the monastery at Mt. 
Sinai. It is now (or was prior to the 
war), in the British Museum—the most 
costly book ever purchased. In 1983, the 
Museum paid the Soviet Government 
$500,000 for this Manuscript. It dates 
from 331 A.D., being one of the fifty 
copies of the Bible ordered by Constantine 
to be placed in churches. It is the great- 
est treasure possessed by the Protestant 
Church. This Codex contains 389% 
leaves, each being 13%4x15 inches, with 
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four columns on each page, written in 
large, clear Greek without any flourishes. 
The Manuscript is vellum, made from se- 
lected antelope skins. The missing parts 
were used by the Monks as kindling for 
starting fires— men who had no knowl- 
edge of its great value. How we would 
like to see one of the missing portions, 
the book of Exodus! The whole is Sep- 
tuagint in origin. 


The next oldest manuscript is known 
as the Codex Vaticanus. This Codex dates 
somewhere between 828-3850 A.D. Thus 
it is approximately the same age as the 
Codex Sinaiticus. Whether it belongs to 
the group of copies that Constantine or- 
dered is a matter of speculation, but this 
is probably the case. This precious Man- 
uscript has remained in the Vatican since 
about 1448, at the time the Library was 
founded by Nicholas V. It lay hidden 
for centuries. Although Erasmus knew 
of its existence, being out of harmony 
with the Church, he was denied access 
to it. Finally, it was released by Na- 
poleon in 1809. It remained at Paris for 
some time, but was returned to Rome. 
Due to the extraordinary memory of Dr. 
Tregelles, at last Pope Pius IX had the 
Manuscript photographed and released to 
the world. But the photos did not turn 
out well and it was not until the time of 
Leo XIII that the complete text was giv- 
en to the world (1889-1890). 


This Manuscript consists of 759 vellum 
pages, each about 10 inches square, three 
columns per page with 42 liner to the 
column. It is not the complete Bible. 
since the first few chapters of Genesis 
and the entire book of Revelation are 
missing. It is a curious fact that part of 
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the text was written by the same person 
who wrote the Sinaitic Codex. 


In the British Museum rests the third 
great Manuscript: the Codex Alexandri- 
nus, known as “A.” The very thin vel- 
lum sheets are 104%x12% inches, of 
which there are 778. Ten sheets have been 
lost from the Old Testament, and about 
80 from the New. It is in excellent state 
of preservation, and of course, written in 
Greek. There are two dates given as the 
time of writing — 880 A. D. and 450 A. D. 
It came very nearly becoming the text of 
the St. James translation, but that is 
another story too long to be recited here. 


It is generally conceded by scholars 
that the Old Testament reached its com- 
pletion at the Convention called by Ezra 
in 444 B.C. Historical and other works 
were written later than this date, but 
such having been rejected as a part of 
the accepted canon, are placed in a col- 
lection called the Apocryphal books. It 
has been a popular conception that the 
New Testament was written in the order 
that it appears in the King James Ver- 





sion, but such is ngt the case. 


Paul’s Epistles constitute the oldest 
portion of the New Testament. The First 
Epistle to the Thessalonians is the oldest 
of the group, written about 54 A. D. from 
the city of Corinth, Greece. The last, 
the Second Epistle to Timothy, was pre- 
pared just before he was led out to mar- 
tyrdom on the via Ostia. 


In writing these Letters, Paul did 
something no man before or since has 
ever done. He made a “language,” the 
KOINE GREEK which was destined to 
become the language of the New Testa- 
ment, since he supervised the writing of 
about seventy-five per cent of the entire 
New Testament. 


The original composition of the Gos- 
pels was not in the order that they now 
occur in our printed form of the New 
Testament. The first written, was the 
Gospel of Mark, which thus became one 
of the PRIMARY SOURCES of the other 
Gospels. I am inclined to believe (with-

out substantial evidence) that Mark’s 
Gospel was composed from “notes” he 
took in, shall I say — “shorthand!” I am 
asked, did a form of shorthand exist at 
that time? Yes, extensively. It was 
known and used in Egypt centuries before 
the birth of Christ. Cicero wrote all his 
orations in short-hand, then transcribed 
them into other forms. Some of his short- 
hand appears upon his longhand tran- 
scriptions. 





In the chronological order, Matthew’s 
Gospel comes next. Its basic source is, 
of course, Mark. The writer makes ex- 
planations, but the Koine Greek is the 
language employed. 


The oldest Christian list of the books 
of the Old Testament is given by Milito, 
Bishop of Sardis, 170 A. D., which omits 
the Apocrypha and Esther. The New 
Testament books now in use number 27, 
and came to be considered authentic ca. 
873 A. D., having been indorsed by Athen- 
asius during the year 365 A.D. 


Let us remember that prior to the in- 
vention of printing, all books had to be 
copied by hand, a long, laborious under- 
taking. Books were costly in those days 
and there was no paper in the manner 
we know it today. 


Christianity was proclaimed the State 
Religion of the Roman Empire by Con- 
siantine the Great. The number of 
churches in the Empire greatly increased. 
It therefore became necessary to smooth 
out discrepancies in Bible texts. Many 
disputes developed. 


From the beginning of Christianity as 
an organization, Alexandria, Egypt, held 
the center of the stage. For a long time, 
Christians were so persecuted by the 
Roman Emperors that they had little time 
for theological disputes. But when these 
persecutions ceased, heated discussions 
like those of Apostolic times were re- 
newed. 


The major disputes revolved around the 
doctrine of the relation which existed be- 
tween Jesus Christ and God, the Father. 
One faction maintained that Jesus was 
equal in every respect with God; while 





the other affirmed that He, although 
great, was in some ways less than God. 
The latter faction was headed by Arius 
who in 318 declared: “If Jesus was the 
son of God, then there was a time when 
there was a Father, but no son, therefore 
the Father was greater than the Son.” In 
the Council of 821, Arius and friends who 
held to his opinion, were expelled from 
the Church. 


In 825 A.D. Constantine the Great 
called the Council of Nicaea, with 300 
Bishops present at this, the first great 
Council of the Church. Constantine pre- 
sided. Now the issue of theology came 
toa focus. Athenasius, a deacon of Alex- 
andria, defended the deity of Jesus, and 
maintained that He was in no way in- 
ferior to the Father. The controversy 
raged because an emphatic and compre- 
hensive statement of the doctrine of the 
Eternal Trinity is not to be found in the 
Bible. The question was not settled in 
this Council. Late in the century, when 
the Bisheps: were allowed to thresh out 
their own problems, Athenasianism be- 
came the accepted theory and has been 
the orthodox doctrine of Christianity to 
the present moment. 


At the Council of Trent 1546 A. D., dur- 
ing the fourth session, it was decreed that 
the Vulgate, Jerome’s Latin Version be 
the Authentic Bible of the Catholic 
Church. 


Until the invention of printing, the 
number of Bibles in the world were few. 
But with the appearance of movable type, 
the number multiplied like the sands on 
the seashore. 


Today there are two Versions — th2 
King James Version and. the Duay Ver- 
sion. The latter is in use by the Roman 
Catholic division of Christianity. The 
Council of Carthage, 379 A.D., pro- 
nounced Canonical the books of the New 
Testament as we have them now... and 
the Council of Laodicea 363 A. D., adopt- 
ed the present order of the Gospels. 

There are now several thousands of 
manuscripts of the New Testament, but 
the now accepted Greek text is that con- 
structed by Westcott & Hort. This is as 
near the autograph as can be devised un- 
til the actual AUTOGRAPHS are found.

Bernt Balchen who was chief pilot with 
Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd on his 
first expedition to Little America, says 
in his introduction: “This book brings to 
every member of the family the thrilling 
romance of man’s conquest of the air. 
At present a good portion of the earth 
is traversed by well-charted air lines. All 
races and nations are flying.

MNHE revealing angel bade the prophet 

Daniel shut and seal the book till the 
time of the end. Then, when knowledge 
should be increased, the events of that 
end time in the light of the Word of 
God would unseal the book. Many stu- 
dents of the prophetic word believe the 
time has come for a deeper understand- 
ing of the prophecies. Mr. Olsen says: 
“We cannot try to pry into these things 
with human wisdom and understanding. 
We are entirely dependent upon the light 
which Christ alone can give. Light on 
prophecy has been progressive. This 
book is by no means a complete treatise 
on the broad subject of prophecy, but 
rather an outline into which can be fitted 
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innumerable details gleaned from al- 
most every book in the Bible.” 


Various prophecies relating to the end 
of the age of grace are discussed. Mr.

He interprets 
the white horse of Revelation 6 as a sym- 
bol of this revival in the midst of the 
dark horses of war, famine and pesti- 
lence, which are identified as the four 
winds. 


In Daniel 7:2, the four winds of heaven 
bring forth four great beasts from the 
$ea ... four demon powers striving for 
world dominion. The winds are the 
causes, the beasts the effect, and the 
sea the peoples of the world. The sea is 
stirred by demon powers to do the de- 
structive work the demons desire. Hu- 
manity is being torn like a tempest 
driven sea, lashed by wind from every 
direction, and the mountainous waves are 
swamping the vessels of peace and se- 
curity. 


In the eighteen chapters of this book, 
Mr. Olsen brings out many striking and 
unusual thoughts concerning the appli- 
cation of the prophecies to present-day 
events.

May 14, 1944 
Paul in Thessalonica 
Acts 17:1-10 and I Thessalonians 











OLDEN TEXT: “Rejoice evermore. 
Pray without ceasing. In everything 
give thanks.” I Thess. 5:16-18. 


The end of the prison experience in 
Philippi is an example of Christian fore- 
bearance, Under Roman law a capital 
crime had been committed by the magis- 
trates in scourging Roman citizens, yet 
Paul and Silas took advantage of the law 
only to protect themselves. After gath- 
ering the Christians together and exhort- 
ing them to stand fast, Paul and Silas 
left the city. Luke stayed with the infant 
Church. The rest of the company jour- 
neyed one hundred miles southward to 
Thessalonica, where there was a large 
Jewish synagogue. There, for three sab. 
bath-days Paul reasoned from the Scrip- 
tures, “opening and alleging that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen again 
from the dead; and that this Jesus, whom 
I preach unto you, is Christ.” 


1. The Power of the Gospel Demon- 
strated. “The gospel is the power of 
God unto salvation to everyone that be- 
lieveth, to the Jew first, and also to the 
Greek.” In Thessalonica Paul preached 
first to the Jews, and “some of them be- 
lieved and consorted with Paul and Silas.” 
Then followed an ingathering “of the de- 
vout Greeks a great multitude, and of the 
chief women not a few.” 


The Gospel is the power of God unto 
salvation, and also the power which 


prods Satan into action. No sooner had 
multitudes believed than opposition be- 
gan. Moved with envy, the unbelievers 
in the synagogue stirred up a furious 
mob which stormed the house of Jason, 
seeking for Paul and Silas. Not find- 
ing them, they arrested Jason and other 
Christian leaders and dragged them be- 
fore the magistrates on a charge of sedi- 
tion. They said,¢‘These that have turned 
the world upside down are come hither 
also; Whom Jason hath received: and 
these all do contrary to the decrees of 
Caesar, saying that there is another 
king, one Jesus.” 


2. The Fruits of the Gospel Demon- 
strated. Leaving Thessalonica, Paul and 
Slias journeyed on to Berea, and thence 
to Athens and Corinth. From Corinth 
Paul wrote a letter to the brethren at 
Thessalonica, the first part of which is 
a word picture of a perfect Church. 


‘ Paul loved this Church with a deep, 
abiding love. He had every member on 
his prayer list. He remembered their 
faith, love and constancy. He commend- 
ed them for accepting the Word in the 


power of the Holy Spirit, as true heart 


believers. 





May 21, 1944 
Paul in Corinth 
Acts 18:1-18 and I Corinthians 12—14 











OLDEN TEXT: “But now abideth 

faith, hope, charity, these three; but 
the greatest of these is charity.” I Cor. 
13:13. 


Leaving Silas and Timothy to care for 
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the infant Church at Berea, Paul jour- 
neyed on to Athens, where he gave the 
memorable address on Mars Hill, re- 
corded in Acts 17. Only a few believed 
in that stronghold of Greek intellectual- 
ism, and Paul soon left for Corinth. Here, 
in the chief commercial city of Greece 
he found friends with whom to live and 
work at his trade of tentmaking. 


He preached Christ in the synagogues 
on the sabbath. He was so bitterly op- 
posed that “he shook his raiment and 
said unto them, Your blood be upon your 
own heads; I am clean; from henceforth 
I will go unto the Gentiles.” 


At the darkest hour of his life Paul 
was strengthened by the light of hope 
dawning from the presence of his Lord. 
The Lord came to him in a vision, say- 
ing “Be not afraid, but speak, and hold 
not thy peace: For I am with thee, and 
no man shall set on thee to hurt thee: for 
I have much people in this city.” For 
eighteen months he taught the Word in 
Corinth, during which his enemies were 
dealt with justly by Gallio, the Roman 
official. The chief ruler of the synagogue 
was seized and beaten by the populace 
whose sympathies were with the Chris- 
tians. Doubtless Gallio was secretly de- 
lighted at seeing the tables thus turned 
upon the persecutors, and let the matter 
pass without rebuke. 


1, The Greatest Virtue. In the Greek 
jJanguage there are four words which 
were translated love. The one used by 
Paul in this chapter is agape, which 
means the highest love. It seemingly was 
coined to represent the love of God for 
man. The nearest in meaning to it in the 
Latin is the word “caritas” from which,

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dained that we should walk in them.’ 
Ephesians 2:10. 


After the enemies of Paul in Corinth 
had been quelled by the Roman procon- 
sul, the Church prospered. Finally tak- 
ing leave of the brethren, with Aquila 
and Priscilla, he set sail for Ephesus. 
From thence Paul journeyed to Antioch 
and Jerusalem and eventually returned to 
Ephesus. 


In the meantime Aquila and Priscilla 
had met the silver-tongued Apollos, 
“mighty in the scriptures,” who came 
to Ephesus preaching the baptism of 
John. “He began to speak boldly in the 
synagogue: whom when Aquila and Pris. 
cilla had heard, they took him unto them, 
and expounded unto him the way of God 
more perfectly.” He then went on to 
Achaia where he did a great work, “For 
he mightily convinced the Jews, showing 
them by the scriptures that Jesus was 
Christ.” 


1. The Leading of the Lord. As usual 
Paul first went to the Jews with the 
Gospel. For about three months he was 
permitted to use the synagogue. The ac- 
count says: “But when some were hard- 
ened and disobedient, he departed from 
them, and separated the disciples, reason- 
ing daily in the school of Tyrannus.” 


For two years Paul continued to preach 
in Ephesus. Wonderful miracles were 
wrought. An amusing incident took place 
in which seven sons of Sceva, a Jewish 
priest, attempted to cast out an evil 
spirit in the name of Jesus. The demon- 
possessed man leaped upon them saying, 
“Jesus I know, and Paul I know; but who 
are ye?” They fled, bruised and naked. 
The effect of this was the public burning 
of valuable books on magic, and the mag- 
nifying of the name of the Lord Jesus. 


Satan is never willing to allow the Gos- 
pel to succeed. The burning of the books 
led to a riot of the silversmiths who saw 
their source of income dropping away. 
Demetrius, the leader, uttered the most 
truthful speech ever made against Paul. 
(Acts 19:24-27). Paul’s life was saved 
by the brethren who forced him into hid- 
ing. The mob finally wore itself out and 
dispersed, and Paul left Ephesus for 
Macedonia. 


The Gospel thus preached in Ephesus 


had found a “great and effectual door,” 


for to this great city, a center of wealth, 
culture and commerce, came people from 
all over the world. Many accepted th> 
| Christ and bore the seeds of the Church 


away with them to plant in other lands. 


2. A God of Grace. From a prison ceil 
in Rome Paul wrote a letter to the 
Church in Ephesus. Of this letter it has 
been said: “The Epistle to the Ephesians 
sounds the lowest depths of Christian 
doctrine and scales the loftiest height 
of Christian experience, and is a testi- 
mony to the proficiency which Paul’s con- 
verts had attained under his preaching 
in the capital of Asia. It is perhaps the 
profoundest book in existence; yet its 
author evidently expected the Ephesians 
to understand it. It is an astonishing 
monument to the success of Paul’s labors 
in Ephesus.” 


The Ephesian Church stands as the 
highest example of what a Church may 
become. Paul enlarges upon the wonder- 
ful grace of God, that reached down to 
earth and “Even when we were dead in 
sins, hath quickened us together with 
Christ, (by grace ye are saved:) And 
hath raised us up together, and made us 
sit together in heavenly places in Christ 
Jesus.” 


The lesson closes with the great inter- 
cessory prayer of Eph. 3:14-19. By the 
grace of God we may “know the love of 
Christ, which passeth knowledge, that we 
might be filled with all the fulness of 
God.”

CCASIONALLY in the world, there 

emerges a figure anointed of God to 
perform a specific task.
